gant expenditures by tbe government and jobs 
in Congress. 
In tbe matter of the loan, or funding tbe 
debt at a lower rate of interest, which Mr. 
Boutwell urged so strenuously upon Congress, 
bo has signally failed. Out of the fifteen 
hundred millions to be funded only two liua- 
drod mlliions of the five p^r cents have been 
taken, if, indeed, it can be said that tie 
amount in the hands of those agents called 
“Syndicates” has been taken. Admitting that 
these two hundred millions have been dis­ 
posed of, after the moat extraordinary efforts 
of the Secretary, and after they bad been on 
the market six months, tbe cost of conversion 
through the Syndicate agency and through 
other costs (0 the Treasury will make it a 
transaction of little benefit to tbe country. As 
for tbe balance of tbe three hundred millions 
of five per cents, the three hundred millions of 
fonr and a half per cents and the seven hun­ 
dred millions of four per cents, there is no 
prospect of the Secretary disposing of these. 
The “Syndicates" may yet slip up In their 
efforts to place a portion of the two hundred 
millions, for we do not understand they have 
made a ¿ona/de purchase of the bonds, at a 
large cost to tbe Treasury and damage to the 
credit of the government. This higb-sound- 
iug clap-trap name of “Syndicate" means only 
an agency. The whole business looks like a 
gigantic job fur the benefit of a Treasury ring 
of bankers and speculators. The Department 
ought to have been quite as able to dis­ 
pose of the loan and to transact its 
own business, without adJliloaal cost la its 
present expousivc machinery, as any ring of 
bankers. The solid financiers of Europe can 
but look upon tills scheme as weak and with 
distrust. It is unworthy a mighty and rich 
nation like ours. It is a pettifogging way of 
transacting tbe financial buriness of a great 
country. If the six per cents to be redeemed, 
which are now selling in Europe below par in 
gold, can be exchanged by the Syndicate for 
the new fiver, the SyadicaU? will, of course, so 
exchange tbcni. though Mr. Boutwell has led 
the public to beliefs that the entire foreign 
subscription would b« in coin. As the Secre­ 
tary lias called in a hundred millloua of the 
flve-twenties on the suppeeitioo that tbe coin 


sales of tb e new n ves would fürnUh him with 
money to pay for them , be may find himself 


em barfA Ssed through th e aoUoa of th e Syndi­ 
cate agency abroad The whole operation is 
complicated and appears to h a v e a big job 
in it. 
In all Lis transactions the Secretary seems 
to have a greater regard for the interest of 
corporations, rings of bankers and speculators, 
or of a certain class, like tbe New England 
manufacturers, than for that of the people. In 
bis conflict with the late Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue his first thought appeared to 
be to protect great corporations at tbe ex­ 
pense of tbe Treasury, and that against the 
law giving the CumraUsioner authority for bis 
action. The Secretary suspended tbe eoHeo- 
tlon of the lax on the New York Central Ball’ 
road alter the Commissioner bad ordered its 
collection ; revoked tbe decision of the Com­ 
missioner on the lax for the last five months 
on dividends and coupons; and he olh.^rwise 
obstructed the efficie.icy of that officer by giv­ 
ing orders and instructions to aunerrisors and 
detectives of internal revenue without the 
knowledge or consent of tbe Commissioner. 
In short, Mr. Boutwcil is incapable In the im­ 
portant office he holds, and if the President 
would save his admlnislralion from reprehen­ 
sion be ought to tell the Secretary that Lis 
resignation would be acceptable. A thorough 
change in the financial managemeat of thegor- 
ernment is needed, but this cannot be made 
while Mr. Boutwoli is at the head of the Treas­ 
ury Department, The country wants an 
abler man—n statesman—in that position, and 
not a local politician or country lawyer; and it 
is to be hoped General Grant will look at the 
matter in this point of view. 


The LditMt Aceldeat la tha B ay. 
The explosion on the Norwalk, a Coney 
Island excursion boat, yesterdty, although 
resulting in no loss of life nor any serious 
damage to the boat, carries a moral lesson 
with it, and enforces tbe moral of the West- 
field and all previous steamboat explosions in 
a way that cannot be disregarded. Three 
steamboat explosions have occurred in t ,0 
bay within a month an 1 a half Two of these 
have occurred on what may properly be 
called ex uirainn boats, and on Sundays, the 
d iy of all the week when excursion steamers 
are moat beavil^ fieiglited wi b humanity, 
and when engineers and fir. men, and, indeed, 
oil the officers, should be more than ordinarily 
careful and vigilant. There is no doubt that 
the great number of excursion boats that find 
employm.iat and handsome remuoiTatlon 
during the summer months by carrying 
our working population about our beautiful 
bay and up our noble rivers, aud thus 
give them the breath of pure salt air that they 
crave so much, ore all as unsafe and rotten, 
not only in tbeir boil> rs and engines, as the 
Westfield and Norwalk, but also in their 
timbers and stanchions. Those that do not 
blow up are likely to go to pieces through 
sheer old age or at the slightest collision or 
mishap, and it is a providential thing that the 
time of the year when excursions of this sort 
are usual is near its close. Inspections and 
wholesale condemnaüons of ttie decayed hulks 
(bat now ply in this business should be made 
at once, and a new fleet of excursion steamers 
should be built, ready for next summer. Oae 
good effect of the Norwalk accident will cer­ 
tainly be that our conr's and juries will have 
an additionai screw put upon their courage, to 
bring it to tbe sticking place in the case of the 
People vs Viind 'rbll', Briistcd and Company. 


T h e F f l l e r DETAir.s of the p'ratlcal deprc- 
dYtions of Mixicins on Amjrican vessels in 
the Gulf of Mexico ind'catj that t la traditional 
treachery of the rues was exercised on this 
occasion. It seems that the rascals, to gain a 
foothold on the bark Brothers, came aboard 
professinz the greatest lave nnd regard for 
all the crew, and then suddenly, at a given 
signal, cammenc d tbe fijht which ended in 
tbeir retreat and tbe killing of some eight or ten 
of them. But tbe captain, fearing tbeir return 
in stronger force at nightfall, having no wind, 
was compelled to taka to bis boats, and would 
have perished but for the assistance of the 
Harvest Home, which had been similarly at­ 
tacked and had similarly repelled tbe assault. 
The details go to show that tbe United Slates 
must take Immediate action in the matter. 


“ T h e Riotix S o r t ok R e o o n s tc u c t io n , or 
How to Restore Prosperity in the South,” ap­ 
pears in the form of a pamphlet issued by tbe 
Indiislrial Association of Georgia, announcing 
tbe premium list for the first annual exposition 
of the association, to be held in Savannah, 
commencing November 21. The pamphlet 
comprises sixty pages, and contains a list of 
premiums for almost every conceivable vari­ 
ety of agricultural products and Imnlements, 
stock, floriculture, horticulture, domestic man­ 
ufactures, mechanics, and so on. This is the 
proper way of regaining thu lost causa, and 
every Southern State should follow the exam­ 
ple of Georgia.

Y e e te r á e y . 
The sermons In our city churches yester­ 
day, with the exception of that of the Rev. 
Mr. Pullman, of tbe Church of Our Saviour, 
were free from everything like sensation and 
were devoted almost entirely to doctrine. 
Notably among the pastors who have returned 
to their pulpits and their people is tbe Rev. 
Dr. Thompson, who celebrated bis homo 
coming by a discourse on tbe fulness of tbe 
blessing of tbe Gospel of Christ, taking the 
words of SL Paul to the Romans as bis text. 
With tbe exception of tbe somewhat Illogical 
dedu::tloii that Paul did not want to build ou 
another man’s foundation—a point which, 
when put in Dr. Thompson’s straightforward 
way, means more than the Apostle intended— 
the discourse was eminently full of the quali­ 
ties which Paul carried with hlio. 
Dr. 
Armltage pr»ached at tbe Fifth Avenuo 
Baptist Church on forgiveness of sins. 
At St. Patrick’s Cathedral the sermon was 
by Father McNeirny, the subject of his dis­ 
course being the necessity of prepara­ 
tion for death; the Rev. S. F. Dun­ 
ham preached on tbe birth of Christ at 
Chris; church, in Fifth avenue, and Father 
Hecker discoursed on holy faith at the 
C urch of St. Paul the Apostle, In Fifty-ninth 
street. Father Hecker’s sermon was pecu­ 
liarly beautiful and interesting. He bewailed 
thu infldolity of our time, declaring that ali 
truth is in barmo ly and that the Scriptures 
are the source of all truth. If men imagine 
otherwise, ho said, they pursue a science 
falsely so-called, and be concluded with an 
appeal for tbe gift of faith. Tho only excep­ 
tion to the doctrinal discourses, as we before 
remarked, was tbe sermon of the R.^v. Mr. 
Pullman, which was full of anathemas against 
tbe persona charged with frauds upon the 
city. His discourse was not only a political 
sermon, but a thorough political speech, cal­ 
culated to bring tbe Gospel into contempt. 
P. Ipit cries of “this is the last tíme to adjust 
our wrongs” cannot do much good and they 
must do barm. Tbe publio aojounts are not 
proper subjects for Christian thoughts on 
Sunday, and this kind of worldly preaching 
does more to encourage the sinful worldliness 
Pastor Pullman complains of than politicul 
debauchery. 
Tho Brooklyn churches, not having Turn- 
many to discontent their pastors, wore blessed 
with 8 rmons like moat of those preached In 
this city. The Rsv. A. H. Partridge, of the 
Bedford avenue Episcopal church, prsacbed a 
plain doctrinal sermon on tbe river of God’s 
pleasure, and the Rev. James Beecher, who 
filled tbe Plymouth pulpit, confined himself to 
a discourse on confessing Christ. Tbe only 
incident of tbe day was tbe strong language 
of Father Moran, of St. Stephen’s Roman 
Catholic church, io reference to the solomniza- 
tion of a matriage in bis church of a man 
who was already married. In view of the 
free-Iove tendencies of the age the sanctity of 
marriage is a subjeot which needs more atten­ 
tion from the clergy, and Father Moran’s prac­ 
tical way of meeting tbe questioa is worthy of 
much commendation. Tho temple “Beth 
Elohim” was dedicated yesterday with appro­ 
priate ceremonies. 
In both cities the Sabbath was devoted for 
the most part to tho teachings of rellglo.i, and 
the Herald this morning reflects the good 
words which were heard In the churches.

B re e z e in Ibe Navy D cp a rtm cu t. 
It appears that certain line officers of the 
Navy, not liking tbe course of Surgeon Gene­ 
ral Wood in the efforts that have been made to 
equalize the rank of the staff officers with that 
ot the line, liave been making strenuous efforts 
to got the Surgeon General removed. Of 
course, they are aided by those who want to 
have the position and their friends. It is 
natural that Surgeon General Wood and other 
stuff officers should make an effort to improve 
tbeir rank, and while it ml<ht not prove useful 
to tbe service to concede what they want, tbeir 
action to that end is not a cause for personal 
hostility on the part of line officers or of 
removal by the department. 
The present 
Surgeon General has had great experience, 
and bis efficiency is acknowledged. 
The 
bureau of which he is the chief was, previous 
to his admlaistration, a mera fiscal one; but 
be baa given it a professional character and 
extended its uaefulness. But those who want 
bis place or are personally inimical to him will 
not consider that. A nico question arises, 
however, as to the tenure of the office. The 
chiefs of b.ireaiis are civil appointments of the 
President and Senate under a law which says 
they shall hold officn for four years. The Sur­ 
geon General has held bis but two years. 
Tboiigh he may havo reached tho age of 
retirement from activo service in the navy, 
that would not npp-'ar to affect the le.jal term 
of his commission in the civil appointment of 
chief of a Bureau. Altogether, thero may be 
another muddle growing out of this breeze 
among naval officers with regard to tho tenure 
of office, without any necessity for it in this 
case, unless the President puts bis foot down 
nnd refuses to sanction the removal of Surgeon 
General Wood.

By our Madrid letter, lo another colomn, it 
will be seen that the assassinatioo of General 
Prim is not so much a mystery in tho Spanish 
capital as tho world, having regard to tho 
honor of Spain and the patriotism of her 
people, will suppose it should bs. Indeed, it 
will be seen that it Is definitely and distinctly 
known-as tbe readers of tbe Herald were 
long ago told—not only how the crime was 
done, but who did It, and in whose Int-rest 
they did it, and from whose hand tbe bravos 
received the money—the price of the blood of 
tbe man who had twice saved the country 
from the Bourbons. It may be remembered 
that when we informed our readers, many 
mont's since, that tbe authorities in Spaiu 
knew very well who was guilty of this murder, 
there was some indignatioa felt in Madrid, 
and, indeed, some question of incarcerating 
and otherwise punishing our correspondent; 
but the auihorities thought better of it. Now 
the denizens of the virtuous capital know as 
much as our readers knew nearly a year sinoe ; 
and tbe worst feature of tho case is that they 
know it, not through an inquisition organ!z<^d 
to do justice on criminals, but through party 
reoriminaUous—through utterances which re­ 
publicans have been forced to make by unjust 
suspicions fulling upon their party and them­ 
selves. 
Upon the killing of Prim it seemed natural 
to many people to suppose that tbe republicana 
were guilty of that crime—that it was an act 
of rash and desperate vengeance upon tbe m in 
who, almost alone, had prevented the eslab- 
lishment of the republio and secured the acoes- 
sion to power of another king; and they who 
knew most of the facts did what they might to 
eaoonrage a snspioion that so entirely led 
investigation astray. 
But tho republicans 
hinted that the men who instigated t'.iat crime 
dwelt in palaces, and tbe testimony taken on 
tho occurrence certainly satisfied Serran^ that 
they were right. It appears now that C iloael 
Solis, aide-de-camp to tho Duke of Montperi- 
sler, relying too co ifldently upon the belief 
that certain packages of papers had been 
destroyed, assumed a very ex ilted demeanor 
of virtuous indignation when some unpleasant 
hints brought in his name, and distributed 
rough phrases right and left; and his offensive 
phrases have been caught up. Josi Lopez, a 
republican, now in prison, has had a handbill 
posted on the walls of Madrid, including 
declarations of which tbe government must 
take notice and that the Duke of Moutnensier 
cannot ignore. Ilia charge is that Colonel 
Solis carried on negotiations between a com­ 
pany ofdeaparadoes, called “a secret society," 
and tbe Duks of Moatpensler, and employed 
these men to perform a service. la what sort 
of service such men were lik.dy to ba useful 
the reader may judge. In pursuance of tho 
negotiation tbe Duke of Montpensler personally 
often saw the wretches In his employ and 
spoko with them in his own house, and be­ 
tween Solis and Jaaregtii, ono of these m»n, 
it was plainly understood that the great pur- 
pose was to put Montpensler on the throne of 
Spain, but that tbe immediate and pressing 
necessity with a view to that ond, and pre­ 
sumptively the ease fqr which they wore em­ 
ployed, was to put Prim “out of tho 
way;” and within a short time subae- 
sequent to the k.lUng of Prim, this samo 
Jauregpl complained to Montpeusier that “all 
that the society bad agreed to do was done, 
hut what nia aíde-d.’-cámp Lvi agreed io do 
was not done.” 
Such is tbe outline of the present revolutions 
(onciiing a bloody story—.ind the reader will 
find many further particulars in the letter to 
which we refer. Some points naturally follow; 
first with rog.ard to tbe Spanisli government, 
next with regard to the Duke of Moatpensier. 
If the goverament now in Spain pretends in 
any sense lo fulfil tho primary purposes for 
which goverament is erected in civil society— 
to guarantee security of person and enforce 
respect for human life—it cannot now, for 
very shame’s sake, longer refuse to make a 
projier investigation into this most scandalous 
crime, and at least place the odium where it 
belongs. As for tho Duke of Montpensler, the i 
finger of acousation is pointed at him with too 
much force to leave any doubt as to what the 
world requires of him. He oannot ignore this 
deunnciation if he would not have men class 
him with the dealers In murder—if he would 
not forever be written down among wretcltes 
ready to gratify an unscrupulous ambiHon by 
the atrocious and cowardly purchase of tlie 
blood of a better man than himself. It will 
not do to say that the revelations of Lopez are 
beneath bis notice. They coincide so well with 
what is certainly known-they are so specific 
and particular—and for port of them the proof 
is so accessible that that they will be accepted 
by all; and it will be set down as a piece of 
assured knowledge that the procurer of Prim’s 
assassination is at last Ci‘rtainly indicated, 
unless the Duke of Montpensler shall deny 
these charges.

Not only does a driva through Csntral Par'x 
and along Sixth avenuo, which has just 
been thoroughly oomplotei on the Tolford- 
McAdam plan and opjned for publio use for 
two miles from tlie Park at llO)h street to the 
Harlom river, disclose abundant proof of tho 
energy and taste and almost incrediblo 
rapidity with which tho Commlisloners of tho 
Deparlmont of Public Parks have work id 
since they entered upon their labors on tho 
3d day of May, 1870, soarody sixteen months 
ago, but a tour of the city p.irks will eulBoo to 
show how deeply indebted our metropolis 
already is to Judge Hlltou and his effloienk 
coadjutors for having more than quintupled 
tbe at’ractloas which it offers alike to ous 
citizenn aud to the stranger within our gates. 
It is truly marvellous to find what has been 
actually aooomplisbed at the Central Park in 
carrying out and in correctinz the piins of the 
former Board of Gommtasloncrs and la devis­ 
ing additional plans for the improvement of 
tho Park in all that relates to its offisial man­ 
agement, its policy its army of skilled laborers, 
its drives, bridle-paths, walks, transverse 
roads, tbe sbeepfold, tbe stables, the dairy 
bouse, the menagerie, the Arsenal mus .!um, 
the Bjlved-re, the Terrace aud Esplanade, 
iho pretty ombran, tbe convenient settees, tho 
fountains, the scuIptaro>, the projected zoologU 
cal garden, tho conservatory, t ie hot house* 
or propagating bouses, the greou fields, tree* 
and sbmb)>ery, tbe lakes and poids, tbe 
sewers and sidewalks and t’le wall around the 
Park. The recently completed Sixth avenue' 
will in a fiiw days be lighted thronghout by 
new lamps, each of which is a model of ele­ 
gance and ntility.

oxlraordinary ar.iflcial ^harms. Jbe first án« 
nual report of the Department of PiibÚc Parks^ 
to Mayor Hail makes this gratifying statement 
with reference to the Battery:—“ We have 
flUcdJn about seyenly thousand yards of ma­ 
terial ; we havo ncáVíy finished tbe sea wall; 
we have laid out tbe grounds in plots, elegant 
and plcturesqne in appooranco; we iiava 
planted over a tiiousand trees and bus es.’* 
Nor has t;ie neees.slty been forgotten of adapt­ 
ing the adjacent streets to existing and future 
business traffic, not detracting materially fromi 
the capacity of tho Battery itself. Thus White­ 
hall street, at the entrance of t’ae ferries, has 
been converted into a great open plaza, by 
throwing into it about seventy-five feet of tbe 
Battery, being a portion not very c ipable of 
ornamentatíoD. S'.ate street has been im­ 
proved by adding twelve feet to its roadway. 
Several drinking fountains and several for Ibe 
use of horses will be erected around the exte­ 
rior of tho Battery. It is intended to erect 
similar fountains throughout all tbe city perks. 
A wide space has been devoted to tbe purpose 
of holding public meet! igs in tbe open air. 
The introduction of public UiInals and ladles* 
cottages bere and in several other parks is 
highly commendable. In fact, the B*ltL<ry 
may be regarded as a type of what tbe Com­ 
missioners do and intend to do to convert our 
parks from the neglected, repelling and un­ 
pleasant places which they have been for so 
many years into breathing spots tiiat shall not 
only bo oruamcnts, but also a pleasure to tbe 
masses who have not the means of frequent 
access to the Central Park. The Bowling 
Green, so interesting for its memorable 
Revolutionary associations, lias been tastefully 
renovated. The Duaoo Street Park has been 
made an elegant little triangular spot. Oiled 
witli deciduo IS trees, evergreens aud shrubs. 
The Beach street triangle and the triangle at 
Christopher s.reot have likewise been made 
attractive. Even the old dumping ground at 
the foot of Canal street has been provided 
with a new railing, coping, sidewalk, curb and 
park keeper, and is now a farorlte playground 
of the children in tho neighborhood. Tho 
Irianglo at tbe Five Points is still incomplete, 
although the lailing and coping liavo been 
prepared to be sot at any moment. The City 
Hal! Park, with its cultivated enclosurcs, it* 
trees, shrubbery, fountains and parad walks, 
excites universal approval. 
Washington 
Square has not only been delightfully trans­ 
formed, but the plan for tho extension of Fifth 
avenuo in such a way as to avoid anticipated 
irregularity of appearance has been suceess- 
fiilly carried out, and by the transfer of the 
surplus earth to Tompkins Square and of tho 
railing to Reservoir Square a desirable econ­ 
omy has been effected. R servoir Square w:ll bo 
completed in a few months. Tompkina Square 
has already become so indispensable a pleasure 
ground nnd so manifest an advantage lo (ho 
dwellers iu its neighbjrhood as to ha a moat 
striking jusilflcation of tbe trouble and ex­ 
pense of tlie grand enterprise of improving the 
city parka. Madison Square is rapidly under­ 
going changes which will make it as orna­ 
mental and aa bem flcial to its vicinity us 
Tompkins Square Is to its bumbler neighbors. 
Madisuo Park can well spare the space whicli 
has been surrendered for tlie advanUgOs of 
widening the great thoroughfare in front of it. 
Tho parks on Sixth avenue and those iiposi 
Park aYenuc have been cimrerled into ciegas^ 
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frited on the earliest opportunitj afterward. 
A s it appeared la a lawsait a few months ago, 
the chnroh and its appointments were paid for

Tney give tbe particulars of the engage­ 
m ent off the coast of Minatitlan, Mexico. 
A ppecUl deapaton from Galveston to tho New Or­ 
leans Times HBy.s the two vesAcls were loading at 
Minatitlan with mahogany and other freight lor 
Furope. 
For somn bad ooudnct Captain ruurston 
hnd Iroued one or two of his sailors, and their 
friends ashore, boanug of it, made a demand lor 
the prisoners. Captain Thurston refu-ed to give 
them up, saying he was fully ahle to control and 
take care ot his own men. He was toid tiis hie was 
In danger and bo m utt give up tne mom This oo* 
ourred on shore. The captain returned to bis vessel 
and found Cautalu Ulckey on board, who wua there 
on a ftlendly visit. Shortly atiorw ard a party 
of Mexicaus, eight or ten in number, camo out irom 
the shore, pulled alongside the Brother.^ and got on 
board, proiessiug uli the time the greatest frlenasbip 
for tbuir leader. Roman Itipold, clerk lor the con­ 
signee of CaiHiilii Ihurstou's vessel, was the only 
one who spoke Bngllsn. While seated around tho 
Captain, as if by a preconcerted plan, tho Mexicans 
sprung to their feet aud with draw u revolvers aud 
cutlHB. es dem inded the surrender of the ahl,'. 
Tho 
Captain shouted ••never," at the ¿ame timo making 
an effort to securo the arm s of the nearest man, 
which was tne clerk. The mate of tho vessel roslitng 
forward with tue Captain’s revolver shot and killed 
Rlpold. 
By this time all hands had come ou deck and a 
hand-to-hand flght ensued. Eight ot the attackinj 
party were killed and two made their escape. Cap- 
lam Thurston, k ¡owing if he rem ained there he 
would be attacked by a superior force, made sail, 
slipped his anchor and tru d to get to sea. There 
being no breeze he was forced to take to the small 
boats not having time to secure even a drop of 
water or anything to eat. 
In the meantime Captain Dickey had returned to 
his ship. True lo his anlicipatious, captain Thurs­ 
ton saw two boats come out iroiii the shore and pnll 
direc'ly towards his vessel, as he atippjscd, to board 
her. He p<u to sua, out of their reach, and bent 
about until picked up by Ca. tain Dickey on the 
night of the 28th, having been nearly thirty hoars 
without food or water. 
Ou the uigiu of the 2:th a party of some seventy 
or eighty strong came out from shore, and when 
within a short distance of Captain Dicker opened 
fire on uis veasel. This party was armed w ith rides 
and a howitzer.

Indeed, Tliters on several occasions iield out hopes

Holding a large reserve in tbe Treasury is a 
temptation to excessive importations, extrava- 
gant expenditures by the government and jobs 
in Congress. 


In the matter of the loan, or funding the 


debt at a lover rate of interest, which Mr. 
Boutwell urged so strenuously upon Congress, 
ha has signally failed. Out of the fifteen 
liuodred millions to be funded only two hun- 
dred millions of the five per cents have been 
taken, if, indeed, it can bo said that the 
amount in the hands of those aeents called 
"Syndicates" has been taken. Admitting that 
these two hundred millions have been dis- 
posed of, after the moat extraordinary efforts 
of tlie Secretary, and after they had been on 
the market six inontbs, the cost of conversion 
through the Syndicate agency and through 
other costs to the Treasury will make it a 
transaction of liitlc benefit to the country. 
As 


for the balance of the three hundred millions 
of five per cents, the threo hundred millions of 
four and a half per cents and the seven hun- 
dred millions of four per cents, there is no 
prospect of tbe Secretary disposing of these. 
The "Syndicates" may yet slip up Sn their 
efforts to place a portion of the two hundred 
millions, for we do not understand they have 
made a dona fide purchase of the bonds, at a 
large cost to tbe Treasury and damage to tbe 
credit of the government. This higb-sound- 
iiig clap-trap name of "Syndicate" means only 
an agency. The whole business looks like a 
gigantic job for the benefit of a Treasury ring 
of bankers and speculators.

own business, without additional cost in its 
present expensive machinery, as any ring of 
bankers. 
The solid financiers of Europe can

If the six per cents to bo redeemed, 
which are now selling in Europe below par in 
gold, can be exchanged by the Syndicate for 
the new fives, the Syndicate will, of course, so 
jzcbange them, though Mr. Botitwdl h»s led 
the public to believ* that the entire foreign 
inscription would be in coin. As the Secre- 
tary lian called in a hundred millions of the 
Bve-twentie* on the inppogitioo that the coin 


sale* of the new ores would furnUh blm with 
money to pay for them, he may find himself 
embarrassed through the action of the Syndi- 
cate agency abroad. The whole operation is 
complicated and appears to have a big job 
in it 


In all his transactions the Secretary seems 


to have a greater regard for the interest of 
corporations, rtsgs of bankers and speculators, 
of of a "certain ctass7 like the New England 
manufacturers, than for that of the people. In 
his conflict with the late Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue his first thought appeared to 
be to protect great corporations' at the ex- 
pense of the Treasury, and that against the 
law giving the Commissioner authority for his 
action. The Secretary suspended the collec- 
tion of the tax on the New Tork Central Rail 
road after the Commissioner had ordered its 
collection ; revoked the decision of the Com 
missioner on the tax for the last five months 
on dividends and coupons; and he oth?rwi3a 
obstructed the efficiency of that ofBcer by giv- 
ing orders and instructions to supervisors and 
detective* of internal revenue without the 
knowledge or consent of the Commissioner. 
In short, Mr. BoutweU is incapable in the im- 
portant office he holds, and if the President 
would save his administration from reprehen- 
sion he ought to tell the Secretary that his 
resignation would be acceptable.

Prim is not so tnuch a mystery la the Spanish 
capital as the world, having regard to the 
honor of Spain and the patriotism of her 
people, will suppose it should be. Indeed, It 
will be seen that it is definitely and distinctly 
Jcriown/—as the readers of the HBSALD were 
long ago told—not only now tht/ crime wag 
done, but who did it, and in whose interest 
theydid 'Vaud from whose hand the bfavos 
receivedtnelnoney—the price of the blood of 
»- r,a£_J.-v*.ili.i_ .J.--T- -t>v.., -_-*~- 
tne man who had twice saved the country 
from the Bourbons. 
It may be ramembered 


that when we informed our readers, many 
mont-s since, that the authorities ia Spain 
knew very well who was guilty of thi* murder, 
there was some indignation felt in Madrid, 
and, Indeed, some question of incarcerating 
and otherwise punishing our correspondent ; 
but the authorities thought better of it. Now 
the denizens of the virtuous capital know a» 
much as our readers knew nearly a year sines; 
and the worst feature of tho case is that they 
know it, not through an inquisition organized 
to do justice on criminals, but through, party 
recriminations—through utterances which re- 
publicans have been forced to make by unjust 
suspicions falling upon thair party and them- 
selves. 


Upon the killing of Prim it seemed natural 


to many people to suppose that tbe republicans 
were gntlty of that crime—that it was an act 
of rash and desperata vengeance upon tne man 
who, almost alone, had prevented the estab- 
lishment of the republic and secured the acces- 
sion to power of another king ; and they who 
knew most of the facts did what they mi;fht to 
encourage a suspicion that so entirely led 
investigation astray. 
But the republicans 


hinted that the men who instigated that critna 
dwelt in palaces, and the testimony taken oa 
the occurrence certainly satisfied Serrano that 
they were right. It appears now that Colonel 
Soils, aide-de-camp to the Duke of Montpen- 
sier, relying too confidently npon the belief 
that certain packages of papers had been 
destroyed, assumed a very exalted demeanor 
of virtuous indignation when some unpleasant 
hints brought iu his name, and distributed 
rough phrases right and left; and bis offensive 
phrases have been caught up. Jose Lopez, a 
republican, now'in prison, has bad a handbill 
posted on the walla of Madrid, including 
declarations of which tbe government must 
take notica and that the Duke of Moatpenaier 
cannot ignore. His charge is that Colonel 
Solis carried ou negotiations between a com- 
pany of desperadoes, called "a secret society," 
and the Duks of Moatpensier, aid employed 
Ibese men to perform a service. Ia what sort 
of service such men wero I ikely to bs useful 
;he reader may judge. In pursuance of tho 
negotiation the Dtike of Montpensier personally 
often saw the wretches ia his employ and 
spoke with them in his own house, and bo- 
rween Solis and Jauregut, oue of these me>n, 
.t was plainly understood that tbe great pur- 
pose was to put Montpensier on tha throne of 
Spain, but that tbe immediate and pressing 
necessity with a view to that end, and pre- 
sumptively the case for which they were em- 
ployed, was to put 
Prim "out of tbe 


way;" and within a short tinia subae- 
sequent to tbe k.lling of Prim, this same 
"auregui complained to Montpenaier that "all 
hat tho society had agreed to do was done, 
lit what bis aide-ds-caiup had agreed to do 
vas not done." 


Such is the outline of the present revelations 


ouching a bloody story—and tho reader will 
"iud many further particulars iu the letter to 
which we refer. Some points naturally follow; 
irst with regard to the Spanish government, 
next with regard to the Dake of Moatpensier. 
f the government now in Spain pretends in 
ny sense to fulfil the primary purposes for 
which government is erected in civil society— 
o guarantee security of person and enforce 
•expect for human life—it cannot now, for 
very shame's sake, longer refuse to make a 
>roper investigation into this most scandalous 
:rime, and at least place tbe odium where it 
Belongs. As for the Duke of Montpensier, the 
finger of accusation is pointed at him with too 
much force to leave any doubt as to what the 
world requires of him. He cannot ignore this 
denunciation if he would not have men class 
him with the dealers ia murder—if he would 
not forever be written down among wretches 
ready to gratify an unscrupulous ambition by 
the atrocious and cowardly purchase of the 
blood of a better man than himself. 
It will 


not do to say th it tbe revelations of Lopez aro 
beneath bis notice. They coincide so well wilb 
what is certainly known—they are so specific 
and particular—and for part of them the proof 
a so accessible that that they "will be accepted 
>y all; and it will be set down as a piece of 
assured knowledge that the procurer of Prim's 
•isaassination ia a.t last certainly, indicated, 
mlesa the Duke of Montpensicr sluill deny 
beao charges.

A Ciir-ni'o Tor ! haap Beef Ia Our Itlarkeu. 


It is known that while tbe people of this ! 


city and of the Northern States generally are 
- 


paying a 'high price for beef, that most neces- 
sary article of food, cattle arc so abundant in 
Texis that they are slaughtered there for their 
hides, tallosv, horns aad hoofa. There is no 
market for th? meat. It Is estimated that 
there are ten millions of cattle in Texas, and 
that they increase beyond the means of using 
them profitably. In South America and some 
other parts of the world cattle are still more nu- 
merous. Some few years ago General Monajas, 
of Venezuela, offered to sell a gentleman of 
this city a hundred thousand head of cattle, 
running wild o*n tbe plains, for seventy-five 
thousand American dollars. Had there been 
any effectual means of preserving the meat 
our country might hare been supplied w.ilh 
plenty at a low price. Latterly, we under- 
stand, a plan has been devised, by a new kiad 
of refrigerator, to preserve tn<?at in all its 
freshness for an indefinite period, as well as 
fruits and other perishable articles of food, 
•while in transportation either by vesasls at sea 
or railroads. 
During tue hottest part of last 


mouth the steamship Fire Fly took from Texas 
to Philadelphia eight hundred and eighty quar- 
ters of freso beef in the.sa refrigerators, and 
tbe nuat waa in the best condition, though 
killed three weeks before it was landed, and 
transported in hot midsummer weather. It is 
said the nert c irgo will bo broarjht to this 
city. 
From these facts tbero is reason to hope 


the vast abund >nce of meat food found in 
Texas aad other parts of the world may soon 
be brought in such large quantiti»s to New 
Tork and other Norihera markets as to reduco 
the pi ice materially of this prime necessity of 
life.

Information Has been received here that tne Ame- 


rican bar* Harvest Home, Captain Dickey, arrived 
at Gaiveston on Wednesday morning, bringing Cap- 
tain Thuraton and crew of the American bark 
Brothers. Tney give the particulars ot tlie engaje- 
ment off the coast ot Mlnatltlan, Mexico. 


A special despatch from Gaiveston to the New Or- 


le<tns rimes says the two vessels were loading at 
Mlnatitian witn mahogany and ether freight tor 
Europe. For some Bad conduct Captain Tnnrston 
had Ironed one or two ot his sailors, and their 
friends ashore, beanne of it, made a demand lor 
the prisoners. Capiaia Tuurstoa refused to slve 
them up, saying he was fully able to control and 
taKe care of his own men. He waa told ma life was 
In danger and he must give up v&e men. This oc- 
curred on shore. The captain retnrnea.tohis vessel 
and found Uautaln Dicsey on board, who was there 
on a friendly visit. Shortly afterward a party 
of Mexicans, eight or ten m number, came out iroin 
the shore, pulled alongside the Brothers-and got on 
board, proiessms all the time the greatest friendship 
for tneir leader. Roman Ripoid, clerE lor the con- 
signee of Captuln Tharstou's vessel, was the only 
one who spoke English. Wane seated around tne 
Captain, as if by a preconcerted plan, the Mexicans 
sprung to their feet and with dra?m revolvers and 
cutlasses demanded the surrender of the ship. The 
Captain shouted "never," at the same ume maKmg 
an euort to secure the arms of the nearest man, 
which was tae clerk. The mate of the vessel rasnlDg 
forward with the Captain's revolver shot and Killed 
Rlpold. 


By this time all hands had come on decu and a 


hand-to-hand flght ensued. Eight of the attacking 
party were (tilled and two mane their escape. Cap- 
tain Thumon, Knowing if he remained there he 
would be actacKed by a superior force, made sail, 
supped bis anchor and tried to set to sea. There 
being no breeze he was forced to take to the email 
boats, not Having time to secure even a drop of 
water or anything to eat 


In the meantime Captain Dickey had retarned to 


nis ship, irue to Ills anticipations, Captain Thars- 
ton saw two boats come ont from the shore and pull 
direcrly towards his vessel, as he supposed, to board 
ner. He put to sea, out of their reach, and beat 
about until picked np by Captain Dictey on the 
night of the zstb, navins been nearly thirty hours 
without food or water. 


On the night of the 27th a party of some seventy 


or eishty strong came out from shore, and when 
within a short distance of Captain Dieter opened 
flre on BIS vessel. This party was armed with rifles 
and a howitzer. 
Tiie Captain reserved his flre 


until tne enemy were -within three Duals' length of 
his ship, and then let ny at them, and they retired 
immediately to tne shore. A breeze springing op 
Captain Dickey got under weizh, steering lor the 
nearest American port, which was Gaiveston. The 
wounded men of both vessels Have been sent to the 
hospitals. 


There are only four vessels now In the North 


Atlantic ttcct—namely, the UantasSet, Shawumt, 
Klpslc and Swarara—the others having been with- 
drawn since ttie 1st or January. A montn ago one 
ol them made a cruise from iucatan to Tampico, 
re',iortius everything quiet.
